HE warlike Khoambas in 
Enstern Tibet have been in 
revolt aince 1966 and as in 
previous centuries they 
have fought attempts by 
the Central Chinese 
Government to assert its 
-upuzerainty, but-this---time 
there is'u grave fear that 
thelr way of life will-cqme 
to an end. | 


1957,, Peking (albeit 

reluctantly) thought better 
of forcing. reforms on the 
Tibetans because of the 
unrest in the country and 
postponed its atrempta for a 
‘period of six years. The 
official excuse “given was 
that the country was not 
yet ripe ‘for socialiam.” 
It now seems that the 
Chineso having been sub- 
jected to intermittent re 
volts have decided. to force 
the Issue, so it is unlikely 
that they’ will retreat from 
. thelr position again,

landlords, rich peasants, counter- 
revolutfonarics and “other 
wicked elements.” The result 
was that many of the jobs ag 
cooks and kitchen help were 
Miled by such people. 


“[t ds precisely because of 

h negligence of the political 
‘constituents of the mess hall 
‘staff that cases of Jandlords, rich 
peasants and counter-revolit- 
tlonarics dropping poison into 
feod eccurred one after another, 
with many commune members 
poisoned,” the newspaper sald, 


The newspaper article was 
substantiated by a report of the 
Rural Work Department af the 
Nanyang District Committee in 
Honan Province. 


The report sald; ‘In the 
establishment of mess halls, a 
small number of cadres wero 
idvologically lethargic and lost 
their class vigilance, so that a 
smali snumber of — impure 
elements infiltrated the mess 
halls, created trouble there, 
instignilng-jho.relations betwee: 
bee: cadres: a masses, 
wwristertl “use- of grain,’ 
base, 
methods ‘to sabotage’ thd ‘icss 
halls,” 


But not all the deficiencies’ of 
the mess halls can be ‘traced to 
“witked elements." Many ure 
just due to Inefficiency ‘and 
neglect. ‘

For crample,-another Com- 
munist report on mess halls in 
Honan said: 4 


“The absolute majority of 
the, mess halls did not have 
proper remises of their 
own. There was not the 
simplest device to keop the rice 
und .vegetables warm, and 
therefore the commune members 
had to cat cold rice all the time,

Cumbersome — 


A Peking People's Daily re- 
port on the communes in Shanst 
Province satd: 


“Some cndres,..,had con- 
cealed output figures, and 
spent public reserves rather 
lavishly. Some did not actively 
assign all the manpower i 
for tasks taken up by the com- 
munce under unified manage- 
ment, Productiun order was a 
little confused, and there were 
instances of. idling, waste, and 
low work efMficiency. All this 
affected the consolidation of the 
communes ond the development 
of production," . 


A New China News Agency 
report on the Chaotu commune 
in Szechwan Province said; 


“The directing cadres of the 
commune were swamped by 
cumbersome daily routines and 
were unable to devote thelr at- 
tention to the general policy of 
the commune or-to solve impor- 
fant problems for the cadres at 
Jower levels, 


“On the other hand, the 
eadres at lower levels failed to 
size Up correctly the finunctal 
standing of the commune. They 
felt that their commune had 
become much wealthier than 
-before and they could spend 
money more liberally.. In so 
doing, they often aecttsed the 
commune of placing too many 
restrictions on thelr spending. 

“In some cases, the com- 
mune' members beoame 
rather careless with the prov 
peity of tha commune. Also, in 
the use of manpower, because 
,of the adoption of the cultiva~ 
tion aren system, an individual 
production team had no au- 
thority to usc manpower ac- 
cording to its own need. As u
